Frviow Crrizens :—Experienced teachers have had charge 
of your schools during the last year, and more than usual in- 
terest among parents and pupils has been exhibited. _A lack of 
punctual attendance on the part of some. scholars causes: the 
Registers to bear too many absent and: tardy;marks. There is 
still much valuable time lost in this way,, A few scholars fail 
to attend school as much as the law requires. Those who em- 
ploy children should require certificates:of the legal-attendance. 
The increase in the number of scholars in our villages, calls for 
more and larger school-rooms. Parents ought to visit the 
schools and examine the facilities, light, seats, temperature, 
ventilation and grounds. If you will do this, you will be sur- 
prised how imperfect your school-rooms and the surroundings 
are, and will be able to act intelligently when called upon to 
make much needed changes. With one or two exceptions your 
school-houses ought to be changed in different way, some moved 
to better accommodate those attending, others furnished with 
more light and improved ventilation. Attend to these things 
and keep pace with the advancement in other places. A mod- 
erate outlay in these necessities will bring a wholesome return. 

Educate your children where you can know how hours out of 
school are spent. Many bright prospects are blighted by a 
lack of this attention. Is it not pleasanter to have your family 
circle unbroken, than to send children away to school at an age 
when they need your wisest counsel? By attending to these 
matters, with a judicious outlay of funds, you will invite others 
to your villages to avail themselves of the same advantages, 
thereby increasing your taxable property, until you can have 
all the common schooling you require, at a small expense. 

You are purchasing improved mechanical tools, agricultural 
implements, and remodeling your dwellings and stables, for the 
comfort and greater return from your labors, while your school- 
houses are going to decay, showing a neglect not warranted in 
any branch of business. Several of our thrifty farmers have 
erected much more comfortable stables for their stock within 
the last few years, than the school-houses are in which their

children are confined six hours a day. Is this as it should be? 
Does it not call upon your serious attention and liberal outlay ? 

Now, friends, look into the subject. See if it is not by the 
comely appearance of your churches and school-houses that the 
stranger measures the intelligence of the inhabitants of any 
town, and a familiar acquaintance would justify the judgment. 

Many years since our stores contained few and small win- 
dows, all that was required in those days to see to sell rum, to- 
bacco and codfish. Examine them to-day. You see the whole 
side of good glass, reflecting the quality of the goods and clear 
conscience of the proprietor within. Give us more light in our 
school-rooms, better seats and warmer floors, and generations 
will rise to bless you.
